Washington, June 12.—(/)—After 
another day of adulation and acclaim 
in his homeland, the nation’s flying 
hero slept tonight in the temporary 
white house for the last time, for to- 
morrow he is to go on to New York 
to more receptions and demonstrations 
in his honor. 

Everyyhere Colonel Charles’ A. 
Lindbergh went teday—and his pro- 
gram was a full one for a Sunday— 
he was greeted with cheers from men 
and boys, and from many of the 
women, who predominated, cries of 
sheer joy. 

As was the case during the tu- 
multuous ovation received after land- 
ing yesterday. from the cruiser Mem- 
phis, the trans-Atlantic flier gave 
little heed to the greetings of the 
thousands: who lined the roadways 
over which his car passed. 

Aviator Still Modest. 

While some attributed this to his 
utter amazement at the reception he 
has received, the aviator himself, in 
the two public addresses he made 
during the day, made clear his own 
belief that his countrymen gave him 
too much aeclaim for his thunder 
bolt flight over the Atlantic.

bers, armed with machine guns and

Overpowering two night watchmen, 
the gang blew two strong boxes, and 
ransacked all the company’s offices. 
Police, unable tp find that money or 
securities were taken, are working 
on the theory that valuable secret 
chemical formulas were sought. 

The gang arrived in two automo- 
biles, virtually stormed the $3,000,-

If 
careful and repeated physical exami- 
nation gives no definite information, 
the boy or girl should receive the skin 
tuberculin test, and if this gives a 
positive reaction, then X-ray pictures 
of the lungs are in order. 

Often active tuberculosis in this 
early or incipient stage causes no loss 
of weight and so little cough that the 
lungs are not even suspected. 
school boy or girl developing pul- 
monary tuberculosis may nevertheless 
be an athletic star. So you see it will 
never do to dismiss the matter with 
the laughing remark that the young- 
ster is the very picture of health. 
Artists will find many fine models in 
the tuberculosis sanitariums if they 
are looking for pictures of health.

Dr. Lawrason Brown, whose “Rules 
for Recovery From Tuberculosis” is a 
classic, says: “The time to attack 
adult pulmonary tuberculosis is from 
puberty to the twentieth year.

Some Sunday Afternoon Reflections About 
the Work of Evangelists 


The place and value of the “evan- 
gelist’”’ in the religious life of the 
times are subject of more or less rea- 


soned discussion in 
and out of church 
circles, There are 
persons, some reli- 
gious and some far 
from it, who are 
dead against evan- 
gelists of any char- 
acter .and at any 
time. It is often 
puzzling to under- 
stand their hostile 
attitude in view of 
their confessed im- 
munity from the 
methods and efforts 
of the decried ovan- 
gelists. One won- 


ders why they waste breath and vie 
against persons so impotent to in- 
fluence them? 

But, in spite of anybody’s person- 
al antipathy to evangelists, they are 
an order’in the propagation of the 
gospel. They are classified in the 
Scriptures as ordered agencies of the 
Christian system and they will exist in 
it as long as it stands upon its funda- 
mental credentials. 

An evangelist beIng human, is sub- 
ject to the infirmities of such a crea- 
ture, but because of his relation to 
other humans, is more than any other 
public functionary, under obligation 
to control those infirmities.and pre- 
sent a pattern of the gospel life that 
he preaches. In other words, to be 
a true and faithful evangelist he must 
have the stigmata of the superhuman.

The Call of the Evangelist. 

There is dispute in ecclesiastical 
circles as to how and by whom a 
preacher or a layman should be “call- 
ed” to be an evangelist.

They had their pow- 
er from Him and His Spirit was to 
teach them what they should speak. 
Their words and the wonders that dis- 
tinguished their preaching were their 
induhitable credentials. 

After Christ’s ascension the author- 
ity to choose and commission evan- 
gelists fell to the apostles. They se- 
lected and sent out those who were to 
carry on in preaching the gospel to 
the ends of the earth. 

But upon the organization of what 
was assumed to b: “the church,” cath- 
olic or universal, the right to designate 
and delegate those who were to be 
evangelists was taken into the author- 
ities claimed by the organization, 

That system subsisted until the 
Protestant revolt and reformation. The 
resulting “churches,” Angelican, , Lu- 
theran and others, claimed equal au- 
thority to create official evangelists 
and did so in great numbers, send- 
ing them as missioners to whatever 
peoples around the earth as would re- 
ceive and hear them, 


And that custom persisted among | 
the non-Romanist establishments until | 
the eras of the Knox revolt in Seot-!} 
land and the Wesley revival in Eng- | 


land. 
~ % - 
Official, or Independent? 

In consequence of those historic and 
epochal religious movements, evan- 
gelists became more important than 
the regular orders—bishops, priests, 
pastors, teachers, or what-not. The 
evangelical cults had, at their first- 


hand, no recognized organizations, no 


, cathedral or church edifices, no offi- 


cered congregations. Indeed, they 


popular bigotry, following the same 
psychologies of Egypt, Babylon, Jeru- 
salem, Greece and Rome, pursued the 
evangelists with persecutions and mar- 
tyrdoms. And, as ever in God’s provi- 
dence, “the blood of the martyrs is 
the seed of the church.” From the 
blood of the evangelists sprang organ- 
ized Christian cults. The Presbyte- 
rians, the Methodists, the Congrega- 
tionalists and a hundred other 
“churches” took on form, foundation, 
and fields of propaganda. So that. 
whether by official sanction or inde- 
pendent inspiration the work of 
spreading abroad “the gospel of 
Christ” has grown iygto the globe-en- 
circling Christianity of the present 
age, and continues to magnify. 
- . . ~ 
They Are Needed Agitators. 

A good deal of the current contro- 
versies over the place and rights of 
evangelists is due to a misunderstand- 
ing of what’and why they are. A 
wise English statesman once warned 
agains tthe general enmity to agita- 
tors, declaring that rational agita- 
tion “is the marshalling of the con- 
science of a people.” Our great Geor- 
gia evangelist, Sam Jones, was wont 
to say that “stagnation is the last 
station toward damnation.” And, in 
the same sense we have imbedded in 
the psychology of our people and the 
philosophy of our American system the 
everlasting maxim that “eternal vizgi- 
lance is the price of liberty!” 


The sort of evangelist who is al- 
ways in order, who ought always to 
be welcome, and who should be ac- 
corded opportunity and fair hearing, 
is the dean and intelligent man or 
woman who comes, in the name of 


Christ to wake up and stir into ac- 
tion the spiritual conscience of any 
community, 

Such men were the Wesleys, Rog- 
er Williams, George Whitfield, Fran- 
cis Asbury, Charles Finney, Dwight 
Moody and incomparable Sam Jones. 
They appealed with supernatural pow- 
er to the inherent religious instincts 
of the human spirit; they agitated the 
fundamental emotions of the human 
heart; they brought Christ close to 
the errant soul and won it to Him 


through love of the eternal good!

BLANTOWN CHURCH 
HEARS REV. STINSON 


Taking as his text the subject, “Thy 
word is a lamp unto my feet and a 
light unto my path,” the Rev. Richard 
D. Stinson, of the Atlanta Normal 
and Industrial institute, preached at 
11 o’clock Sunday to a large congrega- 
tion at the Little Lsethel Blantown 
church. 

“These words may serve as a won- 
derful help in the life and affairs of 
our people,” Rev. Stinson vid, “if 
not of all people. No element in 
life can do more good than the ones 
expressed, if we will put ourselves in 
position to trust and to believe.” 

“From the days of slavery to the 
present time never has our race been 
so encouraged in following the ways 
and things of God. No amount of 
training from any source has encour- 
aged the negro as his faith in God. 
That great need of faith and confi- 
dence in the two races must come 
among us, if it does, through an un- 


changeable faith in Jesus Christ.” 

“If the negro is to be strong, un- 
selfish, and useful and build up life 
\long friends with his white neighbors. 
it must largely be done through his 
faith in God. Whoever makes blun- 
ders and mistakes, our race can least 
afford to make them in its Christian 
life, 

“Those pleasures and privileges that 
have tendencies to make our people 


weak and frail in their Christian life 
should be cut out. Any kind of train- 
ing that weakens the negro’s faith in

“As ye sow, so shall ye also reap” 
was the text of Captain Range’s ser- 
mon and he explained that Christian- 
ity offers a man new opportunity to 
prepare a new harvest of his own 
choosing, whenever he is willing to 
accept it. 

“Atlanta gives us its old clothes 
and furniture to repair and sell to 
give you a chance to pull yourselves 
together and make a new start that 
will take you where you want to go, 


but you can’t go far without the light 
of faith to guide you,” he said. 


“Scores of men have picked them- 

selves out of the gutter and the verge 
of actual starvation and are now liv- 
ing happy and useful lives after trav- 
eling the same route you are start- 
ing now.”

_ Stranded men are received at the 
industrial center and given temporary 
employment collecting and repairing 
used clothing and furniture while they 
readjust themselves and find perma- 
nent places in their own trades.

In connection with its bridge renew- 
al progra mgs he Southern Railway sys- 
tem has. recently constructed a num- 
her of handsome bridges on the lines 
of its Mobile division in Alabama. 
The new Cahaba river bridge. which 

on the line between Birmingham 
and Wilton, consists of six deck-girder 
each 79 feet nine inches long. 
replacing three truss spans. The old 
masonry was remodeled and three new | 


This bridge | 
is 248 feet long and measures more 
HO -feet from. the rail to the bed 
of fhe stream. The new steel 
erected and the old’ trusses removed | 
without interrupting traffic and with- 
the use of any falsework which 
have heen very expensive at 
‘such a deep river crossing. 


The bridge over Tallassahatchie 
creek consists of two Sl-foot and two 
8S-inch deck-girders on new 
concrete masonry, replacing a_ truss 
span 155 feet 6 inches long. 

At Mulberry creek the new bridge 
consists of two 147 foot truss spans 
and two 55 foot deck-girder spans, 
replacing two light 112 foot spans, 
built in 1890, and 150 feet of trestle 
approaches. The old bridge was part- 
ly supported on falsework which gave 
trouble during high water stages.

Mexico City, June 12.—(#)—Ex- 
peaintns the recent decree issued by 

resident Calles forbidding govern- 
mental departments to make pur- 
chases in the United States, the news- 
paper Excelsior prints a statement 
from a high official, whose name is 
withheld. He says that the measure 
was taken because American authori- 
ties unduly seized merchandise bought 
and paid for by’ Mexico in the United 
States, and also because machine guns 
purchased in Germany by the Mex- 
ican government and shipped for 
Mexico by way cf New York were 
ordered seized upon their arrival at 
New York, despite the fact that no 
war exists betwen Mexico and the 
United States. Negotiations for the 
release of the guns have up to the 
present failed. 

If the relations between the two 
countries were cordial, such measures 
would be inexplicable, the official 
says, and if Mexico had seized Amer- 
ican goods a strong protest wvould 
have been forthcoming.

He was tired and dusty and hot, and 
his hair wasn’t combed and his suit 
wasn't pressed, and his shoes weren't 
shined, by the time the afternoon’s 
program was coucluded. But he en- 
joyed himself. 

As the young flier, at the side of 
his mother in the open motor car, 
rode up Sixteenth street to Walter 
Reed hospital, the crowds that looked |

general of the association, the “spirit 
of religious tolerance and good will! 
which is symbolized by the flag of the; 
United States.” 

Cross Is Presented. 

The cross of honor was awarded | 
the conqueror of the Atlantic for “con-| 
spicuous service to the flag through his! 
marvelous achievement that has em- 
phasized so strongly in the eyes of thie 
entire world the hopes, aspirations and 
destiny of the American people as 
symbolized by the flag of the United 
states,”’ 

In his presentation speech, to which 
Lindbergh made a brief reply, Mr. 
Hughes declared the youthful flier in-, 
carnated the “Spirit of America as 
intent on the purposes of peace.” 

“In your flight to Europe,” he said 
“you became our most successful mes-| 
senger of good will. There was heal- 
ing in your wings.’ 

“How could all that our flag repre- 
sents,” he continued, “be better ex- 
emplified than in your youth, your 
courage, your indomitable will, ~your 
skill, your devotion to the interests 
of peaceful intercourse between the 
nations?” 

Cheers and waving of hats and 
handkerchiefs greeted the words of the 
former secretary of state as he turned 
to the ‘hatless youth who sat beside 
Colonel Moss a small aisle from his 
mother, and said: 

“You flew “Ihe Spirit of St. Louis, 
a fitting emblem of enterprise, but in 
your flight you happily incarnated the| 
spirit of America herself.”’ | 

Arising amid cheers and shouts of | 
“We want Lindy!” Colonel Lind- 
bergh waited for the crowd to quiet, 
and began: 

“In relation to this flight there are, 
a few things that need consideration 
a little more than has already been 
dorte; that is, what made the flight 
possible.”’ 

“It was not the act of a single pi- 
lot,” he added as the crowd cheered. 
“It was the culmination of over 20 
years of aeronautical research and 
the gathering together of the _ best 
products of American aviation. The 
plane represented many American in- 
dustries and it represented only Amer- 
ican industries. 

“In addition to this, countless re- 
search activity should be taken into 
consideration; not alone the pilot who 
fiew the plane across.” 

Crowds swarming the plaza east of 
the capitol cheered Lindy to the echo 
as he passed, with his mother, from 
the white house automobile up the 
east steps of the building, through the 
library of the supreme court and down 
to the platform on a landing on the 
west steps. 

“What's the matter with Lindy? 
He's all right,.’’ rang ffom thousands 
of school children banked on the steps 
on either side of the platform as he 
descerided the steps to his assigned 
place. There was evidence of a strain 
on his face from the continuous round 
of celebrations in his honor, but he 
went through the entire ‘ceremony 
with a grin. 

A thousand school children sang 
vesper hymns as several hundred 
others, dressed in red, white and blue. 
formed like flags on the steps in back 
of the reception platform. 

Following the invocation by the Rt. 
Rev. C. F. Thomas, pastor of St. Pat- 
rick’s church, and the call “To colors, 
by red-coated buglers of Costello post 
of the American Legion, Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, assistant attor- 
ney general, led the assemblage in a 
pledge of allegiance to the flag.
